10. A blowgun having a barrel and a mouthpiece movably coupled to the barrel, wherein 
a projectile is manually loaded into the barrel through the mouthpiece when the barrel is 
in a first position relative to the mouthpiece, and wherein the projectile is propelled from 
the barrel by a blast from a user's mouth through the mouthpiece when the barrel is in a 
second position relative to the mouthpiece and wherein each of the mouthpiece and the 
barrel have an opening, and wherein the openings from a continuous channel when the 
barrel is in a first position relative to the mouthpiece, and wherein the openings do not 
form a continuous channel when the barrel is in the second position relative to the 
mouthpiece. 



Cancel claim 2. 

Rewrite claim 13 as follows: 
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13. The blowgun of claim 1 1 wherein the projectile comprises a soft material that retains 
a fluid on an outer surface of the material. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not disclose a blowgun having a mouthpiece and a barrel, each including an 
opening and is moveable with respect to a barrel from a first position to a second 
position as claimed. The examiners amendment was made to define over a typical 
"spitbaH" shooter comprising a bendable straw or possibly two straws connected 
together.
